While I find that we might question some of the results 
and conclusions in the OMB Study, I think that overall it 
represents a thorough and thought-provoking study. Your plan 

of action seems to be a step in the right direction toward 
attacking some of the problems that have been identified 
either previously or in the OMB Study. 


I think it is appropriate that the NRO be a fully partici- 
pating member in intelligence commnity efforts to carry out 
your plan to rectify identified problems.
